Figures Cover Six-Year 

Period Ending July 1. 
Food and Clothing Show 

Greatest Increase — 


New York. September 13.—Report 
of a survey of the cost of Hving 
contrasted wit living costs of pre- 
war times, made public by the na- 
tional industrial conference board, 
shows that the increase in the six- 
year.period ending July 1 has been 
104.5 per cent. The summary shows 
an increase of 19 per cent in the 
last year and 5 per cent from March, 
1920, to July. 

The outstanding figures of the 
survey are that food increased 119 
per cent in price in the six-year 
period: shelter 58 per cent, clothing 
166, fuel, heat and light 66 per cent, 
and sundries 85 per cent. These 
percentages were derived from fig- 
ures obtained from retail dealers in 
the commodities of life in cities of 
large population throughout the 
country, and accordingly represent 
the price the consumer had to pay 
rather than the wholesale price of 
the product. 

' The largest increases. in food 
prices in the six-year period were 
in sugar, which climbed 382 per 
cent; potatoes 368 per cent, flour 
164 per cent, corn meal 133 per cent, 
rice 114 per cent, bread 113 per 
cent, ham 112 per cent, lamb 109 
per cent, hens 107 per cent, and 
pork chops 101 per cent. Detroit 
showed an increase in food prices of 
138 per cent, which was the high- 
est of the 39 cities in which fig- 
ures were collected, and Los Ange- 
les was lowest, with 95 per cent. 
Figures supplied by 361 real es- 
tate boards and brokers, chambers | 
of commerce and..civic -organiza~ 
tions in virtually all cities! having 
a population exceeding 50,000, gave | 


Eighty-six cities, 
were New York, Chicago, Philadel- 
phia, Detroit, Los Angeles, Pitts- 
burg, Baltimore and _ Cleveland, 
showed increases of more than 50 
per ‘cent. Boston, St. Louis, San 
Francisco and a number of other 
smaller cities showed less than 50 
per cent, and in some the increase | 
ran as low as 10 per cent. 

Under the heading of sundries the 
board classified car fares, which in- 
creased in 120 cities and remained 
unchanged in 33. Hard coal prices 
increased 81.4 to 85.5 per cent, soft 
coal 103.1 per cent, and ‘gas and 
electricity for domestic use 15 per 
cent. ;

0 ULOSE EARLY 


Pupils WillWe Dismissed 
at 1.O’Clock on Account 
of Hot Weather—29,500 
Present First Day. . 


Superintendent of Schools W.. F. 
Dykes announced Monday that on 
account of the excessively hot 
weather he has/given instructions 
tothe principals of all the schools 
to dismiss the session at 1 o’clock 
each afternoon through the _ re- 
mainder of the week, instead of 2 
o’clock, the regular closing hour. 

Figures on the opening day at- 
tendance had not been compiled by 
the superintendent, Monday nfght 
and he stated that cémplete reports 
on the enrollment woulg not be 
ready before the middle of the 
week. Hundreds of Jewish children 
did not enter school Monday on ac- 
count of this being one of their hol- 
idays. Definite figures from all of 
the schools, including the night 
schools are expected by Wed- 
nesday afternoon. Mr. Dykes esti- 
mated that the opening attendance 
would be 29,500. 

Despite overcrowded conditions in 
some of the schools the sessions got 
under way Monday morning’ with 
little difficulty. Where possible, 
school auditoriums have been fitted 
up for. classrooms ahd additional 
desks have been placed in other 
rooms. Notwithstanding these ef- 
forts, double sessions will be neces- 
sary in about ten grades. 

Next Friday is the anniversary of 
the signing of the constitution of 
the United States and Superintend- 
ent Dykes will ask the schools to 
observe it with fitting exercises.

STRIKING MINERS 
HALTED BY COURT 


Federal Judge Grubb Is- 

sues Sweeping Injunc- 
tion Against the Ala- 
bama Union Members. 


Birmingham, Ala. Septémber 13. 
Judge W. I. Grubb, of the federal 
district court, this afternoon issued 
a sweeping injunction against J. R. 
Kennamer, president, and other of- 
ficials of the Alabama division. of 
the United Mine Workers of Amer- 
ica, forbidding them to interfere 
with operations at the Gamble 
mines of the Pratt Consolidated 
Coal company. The hearing is set 
for Saturday, September 18. 

Injunction Is Sweeping. 

The court in issuing the injunc- 
tion, forbids the , defendants from 
in any way disturbing, hindering or 
interfering with the complainant. 
The order ts not only addressed to 
those named in the injunction, but 
to all members of the miners’ 
union. 

Reasons for the granting of the 
injunction without notice to the de- 
fendants are based on the following 
allegations in the bill of com- 
Plaint: 

That “immediate and irreparable 
injury will result to the complain- 
ant, snid injury consisting of reduc- 
tion and probable cessation of its 
mining operations at Gamble mines. 
and that said injury is irreparable 
because of the-loss of profits in its 
operations, the expenses of its or- 
Zanization and its inability to com- 
Ply with its contracts for the sale 
and delivery of coal.” 

Besides President Kennamer, the 
defendants include J. L. Clemo; set- 
retary; W. L. Harrison, national or- 
ganizer, and more than a score of 
other officialseand members of min- 
ers’ organization. — 

The injunction covers every_act of, 
conspiracy or. to 
interfere with the Gambte “mines. 
The complafhants gave bond of $10,- 
000 for such damages as the dé- 
fendants may stffer by reason of 
the Injunction if it is found that 
they have been “wrongfully re- 
strained.” | 

Estimates As to Strike. 

Estimates of coal operators and 
mine unfon officers as to the num- 
ber of men on strike were very far 
apart, operators declaring that the 
total number of. men id’ does not 
exceed 7,000 and the union pi:cine 
the number at 15,000. Besides plac- 
ing the number of strikers at 7,000, 
the .operators contend that: 

The immediate result of. union 
mass meetings yesterday was the 
accession to the strike of between 
two and three dozen men. 

Two or three hundred men. joined 
the idle list today because Saturday 
Was pay day and also to “see which 
way the cat would jump.” 

As many new men and old ones 
applied for™Blaces as joined the 
ranks of the strikers. 

At some mines there was more 
than a normal supply of. workers. 
The situation was better today than 


at any time since the strike call 
was issued. 

A majority of the mines in the 
State\were heard from and all re- 
ported a fair to good labor supply. 

The Woodward and Republic com- 
panies are operating 100 per cent. 

At union headquarters the claim 
was made that 15,000 men were 
idle. This would be more than hah 
the coal diggers in Alabama, who 
number 27,000. 

Adding the clyaims of the union 
and operators and @ividing by two 
would indicate that between 10,000 
anad 11,000 miners, or about 40 per- 
cent» are out. 

So far as could be learned tonight, 
the large mines in the Pratt field 
have not, been seriously affected. 
Union leaders declare’ the miners in 
this district will fall in Iine to- 
morrow. r 


Feeding the Strikers. 


Secretary Clemo is in charge of 
the commissary where the strikers 
are being issued provisions. Here 
is a sample of the weekly spipment 
to the Pratt City local: 

Sixty barrels of flour: 71 100- 
pound bags of meal; 5,500 pounds 
of meat; 2,400 pounds of lard; 350 
gallons ef syrup: $00 pounds of cof- 
fee. Supplies are purchased direct 
from manufacturers, and provisions 
are issued according to the number 
in’ a family. 

Bud Wiléy and Fred Blankenship 
are in the county jail. today charged 
with dynamiting the home of Eu- 
gene Brown, negro miner. The ex- 
plosion occurred. while the family 
was in the house but no one was 
injured. Considerable damage was 
done to the building, which is lo- 
cated near Pratt City. 

Only one disturbance was re- 
ported in connection with the strike 
yesterday. It occurred at. Creel- 
town, a small settlement two miles 
from the camp of the-Empire Coal 
company, when two union organ- 
izers were prevented from speaking 
by mine guards and Deputy Sheriff 
Raynor. 

The organizefs had arrived. at: 
Creeltown and one of them had be- 
gun to address the crowd when the 
guards and deputy sheriff appeared 
and stopped the meeting. They 
were accompanied by Walter Moore, 
president.of the Empire Coal com- 
pany, who warned the union men to 
remain away from that vicinity.

Conscious, Though Bare- 
ly Alive—Mrs. MacSwi- 
ney Charges Husband Is 
Being Murdered by Brit- 
ish Government.

London, September 13.—Terence 
MacSwiney, lord mayo: of Cork, be- 
lieved to be nearing the fatal end 
of his hunger strike in Brixton 
jail, was still conscious Monday 
night. . 

MacSwiney’s condition was re- 
ported not materially changed dur- 
jing the day. He .was extremely ex- 
hausted and suffered severe pains 
in the head. 

This is the thirty-second day of 
his fast. MacSwiney passed a bad 
and restless night. according to a 
bulletin issued early today by the’! 
Irish Self-Determination. Teague. 

Prostrate and Exhausted.’ 

At mid-afternoon Mayor Mac- 
Swiney’s condition had not altered 
materially. The league’s bulletin 
stated that he continued very pros- 
trate and exhausted. 

Mrs: MacSwiney, who spent the 
afternoon with- her husband, on 
leavin the prison at 6 o'clock to- 
night, said he was weaker than 
when she last saw him, She had 
not been permitted to speak to him. 
He was conscious, but still suffer- 
ing from nymbness of the limbs. 

Sean MacSwiaey, the lord mayor’s 
brother, after a visit to the _ bed- 
side of the prisoner Monday morp- 
ing, gave a vivid description of -his 
brother’s appearance. 

“Terry looks like a_ skeleton,” 
the brother said.” “His body is 
swathed in bandages because of 
bed sores. His face is skull-like 
and white as a sheet and his eyes 
alternate between a  déeath-like 
Blaze and an unnatural bright- 
ness.”

That.was a new theory advanced 
last “night in an effort to explain 
why Kelloy made the automobile 
trip Friday which resulted in the 
tragic death of. Roy Trexler. At- 
torney B. L. Chappell, attorney for 
Mrs. Kelloy, wife of the accused, 
says that the theory sounds reason- 
able.’ But ‘the real mystery of the 
affair—what motive. prompted the 
alleged murder—remains unsolved. 

Domestic Troubles.

dipper, came to light récently when 
they Were aired in court. Kelloy 
was incarceratédy in tht Atlanta 
police station on September 1 on a 
writ of ne exeat sworn out by Mrs.

GASES ARE USED 
IN FIGHT WAGED 
ON BOLL WEEVIL 


xperiments are now being made 
in’ south Georgia by the chemical 
warfare service of the war depart- 
ment in killing the boll weevil with 
a modified form, of the gases used 
in the European war. 

This department was organized 
in 1918 under Major General Sibert, 
upon his retirement, and was suc- 
ceeded by General Amos Fries. At 
the request of Charles J. Haden 
made to the department in the ear- 
ly part of the year, General Sibert 
made .some preliminary investiga- 
tions which were followed up by 
his successor who determined to 
push the inquiries further. In the 
early part of August the depart- 
ment sent Dr. W. V. Jenrette, a 
skilled chemist from the laboratory 
of the department, to Georgia, and 
he has been testing the effect of 
gases on the weevil on the planta- 
tion of Commissioney of Agricul- 
ture J. J. Brown, near Baxley, and 
other points. 

The.manufacture and application 
of these gases is a military Secret. 
and no one other than those en- 
gaged in the army service is per- 
mitted to handle it. The results of 
the experiments will not be made 
known to any one except to the 
department in Washington at the 
close of the season. .

RAILWAY MEASURE

Senator Tells Rail Work- 
ers That Their Interests 
Are Safeguarded by the 
Esch-Cummins Act. 


Marion, Ohio, September 13.—Re- 
affirming his support of the Cum- 
mins-Esch act restoring the rail- 
roads to, thelr owners, Senator Har- 
ding charged in a speech to @ del- 
egation of railway workers here 
late Today that by assuming con- 
trol of the roads all the Wilson ad- 
ministration had sought to promote 
a policy based on permanent gov-~- 
ernment operation. 

Had the experiment proved a suc- 
cess, the republican nominee de- 
clared, the administration would 
have favored retention of the trans- 
portation lines and other public 
utilifies under government contro) 
The war, he said, had offered an op- 
portunity to try out the scheme 
only because it permitted adminis- 
tration officials “to take advantage 
of the anxieties of the people” in 
asking authority to take over the 
properties. : 

The senator also assailed as “so- 
and “revolutionary” the 
plan supported by some labor lead- 
ers to put the railways at the dis- 
posal of the railway workers. The 
Cummins-Esch bill, he said, was the 
best measure congress could work 
out in the time allotted and gave tv 
both owners and employees a jusi 
guarantee of rights. 

Several hundred union men com- 
posing the Harding and Coolidge 
Railway Club of Marion were in the 
delegation and they cheered the 
nominee as he hit at class rule and 
lauded the labor provisions of the 
act. 

They carried banners expressing 
their support in such inscriptions 
as “The government must change 
conductors,” “Harding will not side- 
track us” and “Safety first; elect 
Harding.” 

J. W. Roseberry, past president of 
the local unit the Order of Rail- 
way Trainmen, presented the dele- 
gation to Senator Harding and told 
him they hoped by coming to prove 
the fallacy of “the impression that 
railway workers are opposed to 
your candidacy because of your 
support of the Cummins-Esch act.” 

 Considerate Legislation. 

Concéding that the act “was not 
perfect,” Senator Harding charac- 
terized it as the “most considerate 
piece of legislation ever enacted in 
the protection of any group of 
workmen in the United States.” 

“When the world war came on,” 
he continued, “we had gone so far 
in restriction and regulation that 
the government’s response to much 
of the railway baiting made it dif- 
ficult for the railway management 
to keep pace with the expanding re- 
quirements of the country. It is 
not important to discuss now 
whether the railway service was 
breaking down under the great 
strain put upon it for war service, 
the country was apprehensive and 
we were all deeply concerned in 
putting everything that°“we  pos- 


sessed at the command of the gov- 
ernment for the winning of the 
war, with such a feeling manifest 
throughout the country tne railroads 
were taken qver for the war. Un- 
doubtedly, tWere was back of the 
movement the insistent forces in 
our country who believe in govern- 
ment cwnership of railways. War 
seemed to offer the opportunity for 
the application of their theories of 
zovernment, and I sometimes sus 
pect the taking over of the railways 
was more impelled by the thought 
of modifying our governme::t pol- 
icy than the developing of a better 
service for the conduct of the war.

Sean, have addressed an appeal to 
the American ambassador and the 
heads of the other embassies and 
legations in London for submission 
to their governments. It calls at- 
tention to the case of the lord may- 
or and that of the eleven hunger 
strikers at Cork, and expresses the 
hope that the united councils of 
the nations addressed “will prevent 
the tragedy now pending and there- 
by calm the peoples of the work.” 
The letter deals fully with Mayor 
MacSwiney’s case from the date of 
his arrest to the present time and 
says: 

“Lord Mayor MacCurtain was 
murdered for the same reason for 
which Lord’ Mayor MacSwiney is 
bein@® murdered now—because he 
was fighting. for self-determination 
for his country. If the present trag- 
edy is allowed to proceed we -are 
confronted with the M4nparalleled 
crime of two lord mayors of the 
Same city being murdered within 
six months of each other by a sup- 
posedly civilized government. 

“We are of the opinion that this 
is of grave concern for all govern- 
ments. Owing to the very close re- 
lations existing between -modern 
nations, a government outrage in 
one country reacts in another. I: 
is clear to us that if the crimes now 
perpetrated in Ireland in the name 
of the English government are tol- 
erated, the foundations of the gov- 
ernments of all nations will be im- 
periled.” 


Order Issued to Sinn Fein. 
The commander-in-chief of the 
Sinn Fein army im Ireland has is- 
sued an. order to officers of his 
troops to use all their influence 
to prevent “individual reprisals” in 
event of the death of Terence Mac- 
-‘Swiney, lord mayor of Cork, near 
death from hunger striking in Brix- 
ton jail. 
A copy of the order which was re- 
ceived in London was shown to the 
United News correspondent Mon- 
day. The text follows: . 
“To all officers of the army of 
the republic: 
e “You are directed in event of the 
death of the lord mayor of Cork, in 
so far as possible, to prevent in- 
dividuals from engaging ‘in re- 
prisals and to oppose organized re- 
taliation. ? 
“The government of the repub- 
lic believes that Britain would wel- 
come an uprising as an opportuni- 


ty to inflict a death blow on the 
Irish people. 
“Be assured that the republican 
governnient will carry out a pro- 
gram of just retribution against 
the persons concerned in the mur- 
der of MacSwiney. Witness the 
fate of those concerned in the death 
of Lord MacCurtain. Of the seven 
proven gilty in the courts of the 
republic nohe is now alive.” 
Meantime gag oer eee for a big 
demonstratio in connection with 
the funeral services for MacSwiney 
are under way fn London in spite of 
the fact that the government has 
not indicated whether or not any 
such program will be allowed. 
MacSwiney’s friends are  sur- 
prised at the tenacity displayed. by 
the lord mavor in his hold on life. 


It is agreed in all quarters, how- 
ever, that he .,cannot live much 
longer. 
Influenced by U. S. Reports. 
The United News learned authori- 


tatively in government circles that 
confidential reports from America 
influenced tha cabinet in arriving 
at their decision tv let MacSwiney 
die. These reports said that Amer- 
ican sentiment in the matter was 
“torpid” and that discussion of the 
case in the press largely centered 
on the expediency of the British 
government's stand. 

A statement issued by the Sinn 
Fein, Monday declared that British 
officials in Ireland are in league 
with certain members of the cab- 
inet with the definite purpose of 
crushing’ the Sinn Fein movement 
completely before parliament recon- 
vens. 

The Freeman’s Journal Monday 
published a report that the Irish 
office had ordere@ythe wives. of 
army officers and soldiers in Ire- 
land to return to England at once. 
There was no confirmation of this 
report. 

The evening Standard declared 
that the government is taking ev- 
ery precaution to prevent outbursts 
of violence as the consequence of 
MacSwiney’s. death. The newspa- 
per continued that the government 
was aware that a large number of 
Sinn Feiners had arrived in Lon- 
don looking for trouble. 

Preparations have been made to 
protect all public buildings. De- 
tective forces on duty in sections 
where trouble is expected have been 
doubled. - :

Government Not Bluffing. 

London. September 13.—(By the 
Associated Press.)—Assurances that 
there is no element of bluffing in 
the respective attitude of the Brit- 
ish government and the Irish na- 
tionalists relative to the MacSwiney 
easés were obtained from responsi- 
ble sources of each faction by the 
Associated Press this afternoon. 

‘If the Sinn Feiners think we 
are abiding our time and will 
capitulate when MacSwiney’s ¢on- 
dition requires eleventh-hour action 
in orden to save his life, they are 
mistaken.” ‘ 

This characterizes the British of- 
ficial view, as expressed to the cor- 
respondent. 

“There can be, no question about 
our desire or intention of havirg 
Lord Mayor MacSwiney recede fron: 
the tragic stand he has taken,” de- 
clared an official) at the London 
Readquarters of the Irish nation-l- 
ist organization. “If he is not re- 
leased voluntarily by the govern- 
ment, he will most certainly g0 
down in history as the first Irish 
hunger striker to perish in an Eng- 
lish prison.” 

In dealing with the MacSwinev 
case, the home office, 
trols the prison commission, has all 
along strictly adhered to its polieyv 
of divulging nothing about the pris- 
oners. But it became Known tod.iy 
that some of its reports from .the 
bedside of the hunger striker have 
been surprising.

Sean Hennessey, the 
youth whose condition has been 
grave for several days, remains in 
a comatose state, and in his semi- 
conscious moments he is refusing to 
take the customary quantity of wa- 
ter. During last night he accepted 
only two sips. 

All of the eleven strikers are be- 
coming very restless, which, accord- 
ing to the doctors, is a new and not 
reassuring phase of their ‘cases. 

It was’learned today that both 
the government physicians, Dr. 
Pearson and Dr. Battiscombe, had 
received death threats.

DECLARED CORRECT 


No Irregularities in Pri- 
mary, According to Re- 
liable Reports Received 
at Walker Headquarters. 


From the headquarters of Clifford 
Walker, who ran second in ‘the race 
for governor of Georgia, the state- 
ment was given out Monday that 
information received from unques- 
tionably reliable sources shows that 
there were no irregularities in’ the 
election affecting the vote in Bar- 
tow county, as claimed by ‘support- 
ers of Thomas W. Hardwick, who, 
it is stated, are preparing to make 
a contest. particularly with refer- 
ence to the Cartersville box. 

“Information received from un- 
questionably reliable sources is that 
there were no irregularities in the 
election affecting the vote in Bar- 
tow county. The ballots are intact 
and show beyond the slightest ques- 
tion that Walker carried Bartow 
county,” was the answer of the 
Walker headquarters. 

At the Walker rooms in the Kim- 
ball house arrangements were pro- 
ceeding briskly for a second pri- 
mary. During the day there were 
callers from all sections of the state, 
who dropped in for the purpose of 
assuring Mr. Walker of the pros- 
pects for his overwhelming success 
in the runover. 

In addition to the callers a large 
number of optimistic messages 
poured in from all over the state. 

Following the announcement that 
supporters of the former junior sen- 
ator are pespering to protest the 
results in Bartow and Decatur coun- 
ties came the report that the friends 
of Mr. Walker will file protests in 
several counties owing to alleged 
irregularities. 

Should the forces of the former 
attorney general win the _ several 
contests it is understood they will 
file, Hardwick’s lead would be de- 
creased by at ledst six county unit 
votes, and even should the latter 
win the Decatur and Bartéw con- 
tests he would still lack the nec- 
essary number of unit votes to se- 
cure the nomination. 


No Fund Provided. , 


An interesting development in the 
unsettled contest for governor Mon. 
day was that while the Neill law 
requires a second primary, in the 
event no candidate receives a ma- 
jority of the county unit votes, no 
provision is made for the expense of 
holding the second primary. 

It seems, therefore, that the 
friends of the candidates receiving 
the highest votes must provide the 
necessary funds to meet the ex- 
pense of a runover. In the opinion 
of Chairman Flynt, of the state com- 
mittee there is no way to finanee 
a runover except.at the expense of 
the candidates, oor unless. their 
friends in every county will serve 
free as managers and clerks. 

It is estimated that to hold a 
primary ‘in each county in the reg- 
ular manner will cost approximately 
$25,000. The fact was pointed out 
that the preferential primary cost 
about $15,000. but in that primary 
many counties held county primaries 
on the same day, which took care 
of the cost, and in a number of 
others only one box was opened, 
which reduced the cost. 


Cotton Fraud Charged 
To Two Savannah Men 
By Federal Officers 


Savannah, Ga., September 13.— 
(Special.)—A. LL. McCarty, a mem- 
ber of a cotton firm on Bay street, 
near the cotton exchange, and S. 
B. Forbes,.a clerk in the employ 
of the Atlantic Coast Line railroad, 
were arrested today by federal\of- 
ficers charged with crooked trans- 
action in cotton. The former was 
released on $8,000 bond, the lat- 
ter on bond of $2,500. 

It is charged that the cotton fac- 
tor persuatied the railway clerk to 
issue to him a bill of lading for 
nearly a hundred bales of cotton 
supposedly shipped from Spartan- 
burg to Savannah when, it is 
charged, no such cotton had been 
shipped.

Odd Features Mark Seiz- 
ure of Industries by the 
Workers—Workmen De- 
mand Convoking of Par- 

‘ liament. 


Paris, September 13.—Travelers 
arriving today from Italy describe 
the seizure of the metal works by 
workmen as possessing odd _ fea- 
tures. Flagstaffs on the. principal 
Plants bear two flags—red for the 
socialists and black for the an- 
archists. Many private houses dis- 
play red flags, especially in Milan, 
according to the reports. q 

Government troops guard _ the 
banks, but do not interfere with the 
occupation of the works. Transport 
workers allow no movement of gov- 
ernment troops f sas one part of 
Italy to another. The ministry of 
war at Rome recently endeavored 
to send some regiments to northern 
Italy, but the trainmen refused to 
move them. 

The Italian government has in- 
formed . the manufacturers asso- 
ciation that it does not wish to em- 
ploy troops in clearing the facto- 
ries, but that a far better course is 
formed: the manufacturers’ asso- 
for the employers to negotiate a 
compromise with the workmen’s 
committee. The employers have 
agreed for the present not to go 
near their own works so as not to 
expose themselves to forcible ex- 
clusion, 

Shop gommittees at first required 
the workingmen to be on duty six- 
teen hours a day—eight hours for 
work and eight hours for guard 
duty. Owing to pretests, however, 
they have reduced the hours of 
duty to twelve, , 

Well Supplied With Arms, 

Workingmen in all factories are 
obliged to give a certain amount of 
time to military drill. They are also 
well supplied with small arms and 
some have machine guns. One fac- 
tory in the possession of the work- 
men is turning out a regular daily 
Product of machine guns for dis- 
tribution. The works now running 
are using up raw materials on hand, 
and putting the finished goods in 
stock as they have no sales organ- 
izations. The amount of raw ma- 
terials cannot last beyond a few 
weeks. The shop committees at- 
tend strictly to the operation of the 
works without interfering with mu- 
nicipal or local affairs. Employers’ 
agents report that the workmen 
have only from 25 to 50 per cent ef- 
ficiency as the men spend a great 
deal of the time in idle discussion 
and conferences on the general sit- 
uation. 

Each plant is a miniature strong- 
hold with barbed wire entangle- 
ments in addition to walls and 
fences already standing. Many sen- 
tinels watch closely over all per- 
sons approaching the buildings. 

General managers of most of the 
plants have been removed by vote 
of the workmen, their places being 
filled by moulders or other printci- 
pal iron workers. 


Milan, September 13.—Immediate 
convocation of the Italian parlia- 
ment: for the purpose of passing 
laws under which workmen may 
take gver management of industrial 
Plants has been demanded by the 
confederation of labor, in session 
here. 

Resolutions favoring a compro- 
mise of the situation resulting from 
occupation of plants by workmen 
throughout Italy were adopted at a 
stormy session of the confederation 
yesterday. Socialist leaders bitterly 
attacked the confederation and de- 
manded that the socialist party as- 
sume control of the situation, which, 
they claimed, had taken a purely 
political aspect. When the socialist 
demands were rejected, an addition- 
al resolution was passed by the con- 
federation which asked the presi- 
dent of the chamber of deputies and 
Premier Giolitti to call parliament 
into session. 

“We demand,” this resolution 
read, “immediate convocation of the 
chamber of deputies in order that 
the situation may be examined and 
laws proposed which will bring 
about radical legislative measurés, 


which,* through requisitien of in- 
dustrial plants and participatiqg in 
their management by workmen, will 
Prepare the way for direct control 
of workers in the interests of col- 
lectivity.” 


This resolution was telegraphed - 


to the president of the chamber and 
the premier. -
